Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the 
sum  of  $500  to  be  expended  on  the  Chandler  Swamp 
road  so  called,  provided  that  the  state  raise  the  sum  of 
$1000,  the  joint  sum  to  be  expended  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  State  Highway  Commission. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  "yes"  or  "no"

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Ripley : 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  my  first  annual  report  of  the 
condition  and  progress  of  the  Ripley  schools.  Last 
March,  beliveing  abrupt  breaks  in  any  system  unwise, 
we  engaged  teachers  with  previous  experience  in  your 
schools.  I  did  not  plan  to  make  any  great  changes,  but 
made  four  or  five  visits  to  each  school  so  that  I  might 
become  more  familiar  with  the  conditions,  and  so  might 
be  able  to  make  gradual  changes  that  would  result  in 
lasting  benifit  to  the  pupils.  In  about  all  cases  I  found 
the  pupils  civil,  obedient  and  obliging. 

But  I  find  here  a  habit  that  is  very  common  in  other 
places,  but  is  more  detrimental  to  your  schools  on 
account  of  the  small  size  of  the  town.  I  refer  to  the 
practice  of  listening  to  the  petty  tales  of  pupils  and 
outsiders,  and  discussing  or  blaming  the  instructor  in 
the  presence  of  those  who  attend  her  school.  In  some 
cases  this  goes  so  far  that  I  almost  regret  the  inven- 
tion of  the  telephone. 

The  influence  of  the  school  upon  the  pupil's  life 
should  be  of  more  value  than  the  facts  learned.    If  a 
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pupil's  respect  for  the  teacher  is  taken  away,  this  in- 
fluence is  ruined.  The  thing  most  needed  to  make  our 
schools  prosper  is  an  increased  feeling  of  friendly  co- 
operation between  the  home  and  the  school.  If  a 
criticism  is  needed,  make  that  criticism  in  a  frank, 
friendly  way  to  the  teacher  and  not  about  her.  In  this 
way  your  work  may  be  constructive  and  not  destruc- 
tive. Teachers,  schoolboard,  and  superintendent  are 
human  and  liable  to  make  mistakes;  therefore  I  urge 
the  utmost  frankness  between  all  who  are  connected 
with  the  management  of  our  schools.  Do  not  feel  that 
you  are  kicking,  but  the  first  thing  you  do  not  under- 
stand, come  to  us  and  talk  the  matter  over  freely. 

Last  spring  we  were  obliged  to  have  13  weeks  school 
in  some  districts  in  order  to  secure  the  number  of  weeks 
required  by  law.  The  attendance  this  year  has  been 
fair,  but  I  am  not  satisfied,  for  I  feel  that  it  can  be  im- 
proved. If  pupils  feel  that  they  should  go  to  school  on- 
ly when  there  is  nothing  else  to  do,  they  can  not  attach 
the  importance  to  their  work  that  they  should.  I  real- 
ize the  difficulties  of  sending  young  children  over  hard 
roads  and  during  rough  weather,  yet  I  feel  that  there 
is  even  greater  danger  of  teaching  our  children  to 
avoid  difficulties  rather  than  overcome  them,  than  there 
is  of  endangering  their  health. 

The  influenza  has  been  the  worst  epidemic  since  the 
black  plague  and  has  broken  up  the  work  of  the  fall 
term,  but  the  unusual  conditions  this  winter  have  en- 
abled us  to  make  up  all  lost  time,  so  that  we  can  start 
the  spring  term  with  a  fair  prospect  of  increasing  the 
length  of  the  school  year.  This  is  greatly  needed,  for 
our  children  can  not  obtain  a  training  in  30  weeks  that 
will  put  them  on  a  level  with  those  who  are  in  school 
for  38  or  40  weeks.  Money  to  do  this  has  been  fur- 
nished  us  by  the  State. 

The  schoolhouse  at  West  Ripley  has  been  shingled, 
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the  Mills  school  has  been  righted  and  drawn  together, 
and  the  stove  at  the  Jones  school  has  been  repaired. 

I  feel  that  more  money  should  be  provided  for  up-to- 
date  text  books,  especially  in  the  line  of  reading. 

Three  of  our  teachers  are  paid  $10  a  week  and  one 
is  paid  $11.  This  amount  must  be  increased  if  we  ex- 
pect to  retain  or  secure  teachers  who  can  by  training 
and  personality  benefit  our  children  as  they  should. 
You  will  notice  from  the  financial  report  that  the 
amount  raised  for  High  school  tuition  was  not  enough 
to  pay  the  bills,  and  the  prospect  is  that  the  bills  will 
be  larger  next  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  loyal  co- 
operation, and  the  citizens  of  Ripley  for  their  friendly 
help  which  has  made  my  work  most  pleasant. 

We  recommend  the  following  appropriations  for  the 


next  year:
